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The revised enrollment for the Law School shows a total registration 
of 650. Of this number 438 are regular students in the Law School. There 
are 99 more men taking the regular work than last year. 

The recent case competition from the first year class began about 
the middle of January. This competition will end in May, during which 
time each competitor will be required to hand in ten recent cases. Over 
fifty men started in the competition. 

The Townsend prize speaking will not be held in connection with the 
anniversary celebration of the School at Commencement hereafter, but at 
some earlier date.
